EMERGENCY SHELTER FOR HOMELESS

The Council, on Councilmember Shipman's motion, Councilmember
Nofziger's second, adopted a resolution to enter into contractual
agreements with private non-profit organizations for renovation and/or
operation and maintenance of emergency shelter programs for the home-
less under the Emergency Shelter Grants Program as recommended by staff
with the exception of Item 3 which is the components that operate this
shelter for families and adults in that we split the money allocated to
the Salvation Army, with $10,000 of that going to Casa Marianella and
$14,976 going to the Salvation Army and the rest following the staff
recommendation. (6-0 Vote, Councilmember Carl-Mitchell absent)

Councilmember Humphrey made a motion, seconded by Councilmember
Nofziger to eliminate the waste-to-energy plant. Motion FAILED by a
vote of 2-3 with Councilmembers Shipman, Urdy and Mayor Cooksey voting
No, Mayor Pro Tern Trevino and Councilmember Carl-Mitchell absent.

Motion - FAILED

Councilmember Humphrey made a motion, seconded by Councilmember
Nofziger to delay spending money on the waste-to-energy plant for
six months. Motion FAILED by a vote of 2-3 with Councilmembers
Shipman and Urdy and Mayor Cooksey voting No, Mayor Pro Tern Trevino and
Councilmember Carl-Mitchell absent.

Motion

The Council, on Councilmember Nofzlger's motion, Councilmember
Urdy's second, approved a $3.00 customer charge for residential.
4-1 Vote, Councilmember Humphrey voted No, Mayor Pro Tern Trevino and
Councilmember Carl-Mitchell absent.

Motion - DIED FOR LACK OF SECOND

Councilmember Humphrey made a motion to sell the 2,000 acres of
land east of the City purchased for a coal plant. There was no

C J secondtothemotion.

At this point Mayor Cooksey said it did not appear Council would
come to an agreement concerning electric rates and suggested they
delay further discussion and voting until the October 13 and October
15, 1987 meetings.

At that time Council will also consider Councilmember Shipman's
item to approve an ordinance amending the 1987-88 Electric Utility
C.I.P.

ADJOURNMENT

Council adjourned its meeting at 11:37 p.m.
